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KILLED AND INJURED

One Man Loses Hjs Life and Three
Others Are Hurt

ACCIDENT ON LOGGING ROAD

August Larson Dieg Within a Few Mo-
ments After Cars Crash Into
a Locometive Standing on
the Main Line,

August Larson is dead, and Anton
Brix and Nels Olson are serlously In-
fured as the result of an accldent on
the Grays Bay Logging Company's
road.

Five trucks with suppllies and ma-
terial had been unloaded and were be-
ing returned to the supply camps when
It was noticed the train had parted. A
stop was made to couple the cars, but
fn the darkness the coupling was not
made, and when a down grade was
reached the three cars in front left the
train and plunged down the Incline.
Four men were on the trucks, but they
did not jump, as they supposed the
enrs would come to n stop on another
grade where they expected lo block
them and walt for the engine, However,
when the fool of the grade was reached
the trucks met another engine on the
main line, and Into this they crashed.

When the headlight of the engine ap-
peared, Herman Hansen took & chance
and jumped for his life. He struck
Beavily and rolled down the grade, but
he should recover. The cars “jack-
riped,” one golng under the other, and
Larson was horrible brulsed and man-
gled, dying a few moments after being
extricated from the debris. The others
were serfously, but, it is thought, not
fatally hurt,

This is the second accldent on this
road in a short time, ' There is no re-
sponsibility placed, as the accldent is
the direct result of carelessness on the
part of the injured men, any of whom
might be supposad to know the grade
conditions, and to guard against such
a happening. The cars were not defect-
fve.

A reactlon is apparent, says
Mr. Hume, and building operations will
soon commence, The extension of rall-
road Ifhes will make an Increased de-
mand for lumber, and the Indications
point to a lively business this winter,
Stocks have been allowed to run low,
entil the supply I8 nearly exhiusted
and large orders are now being placed
for Oregon fir and spruce. These or-
ders will Increase and will keep all the
mills on the Paclfic coast busy supply-
ing orders,

Mr. Hume visited the world's fair at
St. Louis. He states that Oregon was
well represented at the game and for-
estry bullding, the exhibits being equal
ta, If not superior o those of any other
state.: The exhibit of the Hume mill
was consplouous and atirncted consid-
erable attention. No better advertise-
ment could have been made for Clat-
sop county than that furnished by this
mill, While the Oregon bullding Itself

was not quite up to the stahdard, yet
It made a very creditable showing.
Many people visited the bullding, and
the foreatry exhiblte, whe are inter-
ented In the west and who contemplate
moving here, My, Hume spoaks very
highly of Mr, Sheldon, in charge of the
game and forestry department, and hin
offorts to show visttors all the products
of the west, and being thoroughly fa-
millar with them, hix explanations
were both interesting amd Instructive,

The Oregon exhibits will bring thous-
sands of people to Oregon to the Lewls
and Clark faly, many of whom will
make their homes here. The wonderful
possibilities of Oregon was a surprise
to many visitors, and Mr. Hume I8 well
pleased with what he saw and particu-
larly the Clatsap county exhibite

A new electric light plant has been
installed at the mill with double its
present capacity, and preparation will
be made to handle all the large orders
expected from the east, where the ex-
celent quality of lumber manufactured
meets with a ready sale. Mr. Hume
secured a large number of orders, and
is well pleased with the future outlook
of the lumber Industry In Oregon.

OFFICERS SWORN IN.

These Elected ot Seaside Monday
Take the Oath of Office.

A meeting of the common council of
the town of Seaside wus held yester-
day afternoon, pursuant to a provision
in the town charter requiring the com-
mon council to convene within two days
after the election to canvass the re-
turns and declare the resylt, The re-
turns showed that J. H. Johnsen was
elected mayor: J. E. Alncras, recorder
and police judge: R. A. Price, treasur-
er; M. J. Young, W. J. Eberman, W. J.
Falconer and A. 8 Froslid, counclimen.
The town attorney filled an opinlon as
to the legality of the election, holding
that all the requirements of the charter
and Australian ballot law had been
strictly complied with. Certificates of
election were fssued, and they were
sworn in. They will assume the duties
of their office on the first Monday In
January at 12 o'clock noon, when the
old council will cenvene, wind up the
business for the year, and the new
council will be seated. The mayor has
the appointment of a town atlorney
and marshal to be confirmed by the
council, The election of Mr. Johusen
as mayor gives general satisfaction,
He is a thorough business man, ldenti-
fled with the Interests of the town, &
progressive citizen and has no strings
on him.

DIVORGE EVIL UP

Washington Morals Seem to Need
a Deal of Fixing.

GOVERNOR MEAD 1S AFTER IT

Divorce While You Wait to Be Stopped.
Recommendations on  Hasty
Trial of Criminal Prosecution
Will Ba Made "Also.

Bellingham, Wash, Dec. 7.—The di-
vorce evil and the prevention of un-
necessary Bielays In the prosecution of
prisoners will be two of the Important
thingas dealt with In Governor-elect
Mead's irst message to the leginlature
of the state of Washington,

Mead believes that more strict laws
should be passed regulating the securs
ing of dlvortes. His friends say that
he will recommend a law praviding that
persons desiring a divoroe shall be re-
quired to file procesdings with the court
six months before thE"decree may be
granted,  Thin law would make the aot
of & divorced person marrying a third
person within  six  months blgamy
which s punishable anywhere in the
United States

As n supplement to the divorce rec-
ommendations it Is belléeved that Mead
will ndvoente that n law be passed
making It a felony for a husband to
desert his wife and family, The Rov-
ernor-elect belleves that the present
regulations of dlvoree and desertion are
entfrely too libernl, That u premium in
pliced on hasty marriiges by the Idea
that if the union Is not a happy one
that It may be dissolved by the courts,

Friends who are close to the gov-
ernorgelect say that he belleves that
the time Is ripe for a revision of the
statutes which cause long and tedious
delays after o criminal is nrrested untll
his trial or appeal ls taken up by the
courts. It 1s believed that he will ad-
vocate that the time consumed In the
trial of a criminal and a hearing in the
court of appeals ba lessened by ohe-
half.

It I8 asserted that Mead belleves that

much of the delay is caused by the
courts ullowing time to be consumed by
stipulations and trivial motions. Also
that he belleves that court stenogri-
phers should be pald by the county In
every Instance, Thie, It s sald, would
result In the handing in of the trans-
eript of n case or the fAnding» of fuet
without delay. .

In the supreme court It Is understood
that Mead belleves that a greal caange
should e made by the taking up of-all
criminal cases iImmediately after appeal
and set amide civll suits for the time
being In which people In the state ot
large have no interest.
